GOVERNOR WARREN PRESENTS VIEWS TO M. P. COLLEGE INTERVIEWING COMMITTEE 


Governor Earl Warren of Califor- 
nia was interviewed, during his 
stay in Monterey, by the same jour- 
nalism students who previously in- 
terviewed. James Roosevelt, Demo- 
cratic candidate for governor. These 
students were Dorothy Balesteri, 
Emily Kline, Betty McKinney, 
Jeanie Dam, Jim Willoughby, Jess 
Smith, and I. Betty McKinney took 
notes in shorthand, and Jess Smith 
acted as photographer. 


The same questions were asked of 
Governor Warren which were asked 
of Mr. Roosevelt. Following are the 
questions and answers: 


Question: “Governor Warren, 
how do you feel about the present 
salaries for teachers?” 


Answer: “Teachers are very much 
underpaid in comparison with other 
occupations. We should strive for a 
higher rate of pay for the many 
good teachers in order to keep them 
on the payroll, and also to encourage 
more young people to enter the field. 
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Since I’ve held office the basic 
salary has been raised from $1100.00 
annually to $2400.00 and I expect to 
increase the basic salary even more, 
because I feel that it is still in- 
adequate.” 


WANTS NEW INDUSTRY 

Question: What do you feel is 
needed to improve conditions in 
California?” 

Answer: “We should encourage 
more industrial organizations to en- 
ter our state. We should develop 
water power resources to help us 
cope with the California water prob- 
lem. What we want are normal jobs, 
not WPA projects. There are mil- 
lions more people in California than 
there were before the war and WPA 
projects certainly will not help them 
keep their self-respect and _ initia- 
tive.” 

CRIME PROBLEM 

Question: “What are your opinions 
on the crime problem?” 

Answer: “Well, our state isn’t any 
worse than any other state. Like 


most of the big cities, e.g. Kansas 
City. I feel that. the Governor 
should let the people know about 
corruption and crime. It’s his duty 


to the public to do so, but the Gov- 
ernor it not a law enforéement offi- 
cer and it is up to the voters to cor- 
rect any deficiencies they may find. 
As far as the parolee is concerned I 
think he should be accepted more 
freely by society. It should give him 
a decent chance to straighten out. I 
was a District Attorney for years 
and I feel that when a man has paid 
for his crime he should be made a 
free citizen again. As for juvenile de- 
linquency, we have a lot of it in this 
state, but not more than any other 
state. The most important way to 
better conditions of juvenile de- 
linquency is through the schools. 
The first thing to do is to get rid of 
the adult delinquent. I am going to 
keep working on better educational! 
systems, because I believe that edu- 
cation is the basis of everything.” 


FAVORS CROSSFILING 


Question: “How do you stand on 
crossfiling ?” 

Answer: “I believe in it, and al- 
most every other candidate for pub- 


lic office believes in it. Two-thirds of 
the men in the legislature believe in 
crossfiling. The idea of cross-filing 
is to keep big corporations from 
owning both parties. The people 
should make their own decisions of 
whom they want in office, and cross- 
filing makes this possible. Another 
political situation that is causing 
controversy is lobbying. Lobbyists 
are everywhere, but there is nothing 
that can be done about lobbying, di- 
rectly. Maybe you could use your 
vote by voting for a person whom 
you know isn’t controlled by lobbies. 
It has been difficult getting rid of 
lobbies.. 


“It is difficult to know the truth 
about them. The main thing is 
for young people to have interest in 
government. One way to work 
against the spoils system is through 
civil. service. I have put everything 
under civil service,even the janitors. 
When people are protected by civil 
service laws, they don’t have to 
worry about the boss.firing. them.” 
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Roving Biologists Take Holiday in 


Ferdinand Ruth’s biology classes 
have been holdiag classes during all 
sorts of odd hours and in all sorts of 
odd places.

NO ACTION ON

There is still no word on the fate 
of our “Safety Sally.” The general 
public still feels that some sort of 
visible reminder to the motorist ap- 
proaching a school crossing is neces- 
sary, but, as we’ve found, the big 
problem is to get something done 
about it. 


As has been previously stated, the 
20-30 club is more than willing to 
donate at least one sign at the en- 
trance. However, the City Planning 
Commission, so we’re told, considers 
“Sally” a traffic hazard. 


It seems difficult, if not impos- 
cible, to get a definite answer from 
our City Fathers. They won’t allow 
a sign such as we suggest to be 
installed, and they won’t say what 
kind of a sign, if any, they would 
permit. 

This is not a new controversy. It 
has been brewing all year. At first 
we recommended that a stop light 
be hung over the road at the en- 
trance.

It’s only a little 
thing, this having a caution sign in- 
stalled, but the way things stand 
now, you students are going to have 
to scuttle across Fremont street at 
the mercy of the cars that come 
zooming over the hills from either 
direction.
